who have de­ 
clared th at the number of immigrants

tions, and h6 has been much criticiz­ 
ed and ridiculed as an alarmist by per­ 
sons and organs not disposed to listen 
to his warnings. 
Probably Commis­ 
sioner Wallis, struggling desperately 
to handle the im migrant hordes now 
congested at New York, is more confi­ 
dent than ever th at he knows what 
he is talking about. 
It is all very well to depreciate pan­ 
icky haste 
in putting 
up 
the 
bars 
against immigration and it is a good 
plan, too, to take due account of the 
possibility th at some of the propagan­ 
da in favor of very stringent restric­ 
tions springs 
from 
the selfish aims. 
But a great many of us believe that 
alarm over the immigration prospect 
is well w arranted and that most of 
those who hoot at the danger are be- 
having^ahout as sensibly as a flock of 
ostriches with their heads buried in 
the sand. 
If we want to keep this country fit 
to live in and if we want to keep it 
American, we have got to build a wall 
which will prevent the threatened in­ 
flux of European elements peculiarly 
undesirable and dangerous to our in­ 
stitutions at this time. The congestion 
at Ellis Island is but another indication 
of this truth. •
